"America has shown a tendency to 


go China-mad in Its mission work." 
said Mr. Dickson. "I would not have 
you neglect that great empire for a 
moment," he continued, "hut I ap- 
peal to you not to forget the work in 
India which you began more than one 
hundred years ago." He made the 
prediction that tTie time Is coming 
ivhcn India will lead the education of 
the world. 
"A great unfinished task" is what 


Mr. Price declared the situation In In- 
dia to be, and he asserted that there 
were still In that country one hun- 
dred million souls as yet untouched by 
any Christian agency whatever. There 
are, he said, marvellous possibllltlos 
for evangelization there,. and that the 
past ten years had witnessed more 
converts to Christianity than In all the 
previous years of effort there. "In- 
dia," said Mr. Price, "is In the birth- 
throes of a new life and needs our help 
In bringing to It the gospel of Christ." 


This afternoon's session of the con- 


vention was devoted to the theme,

In China alone, said the 


speaker, a total of 829.000 teachers are 
required to conduct the schools of the 
present day. Dealing somewhat? with 
his own personal experiences as a mis- 
sionary In India, Mr. Dickson declared 
that the x-arious peoples of that land 
are reaching out for the Christian re- 
ligion: that chiefs of many of the old 
tribes of head-hunters have asked that 
the missionaries come 
among -them 


and educate their boys.- "They are 
reaching out for the gospel," said Mr. 
Dickson. "but the missionary workers 
are hampered for lack of funds, despite 
the fact that only 13 per month Is re- 
quired to 
sustain a native 
worker 


among them. He predicted that the 
world will see a new India as It has 
seen a new China and a now Japan. 


Wh«t Movement Means. 


F. B. Price, of Chicago, discussed 


"The 
Spiritual 
Significance of the 


Laymen's Missionary Movement." and 
he declared It the converging of Chris- 
tian agencies upon the evangelization 
of the world. It has created a new 
expectancy In heathen peoples, but It 
has at the same time put a world- 
wide purpose In prayer. It has drawn 
men Into a new work with remarkable 
zeal and Is a new discovery of the 
latest resources ot the church. It en- 
larges the caliber of the soul, and is a 
new revelation of the universality of 
the 
gospel of Christ. 
Men of nil 


churches arc 'coming -to realize that 
tho whole earth Is the Lord's, and that 
our concern Is not merely with the 
United States, but with the whole 
world. "We are only in the Inception 
of this great movement," declared Mr. 
Price, "and wonderful as are the re- 
sults already shown, greater triumphs 
for the gospel are yot In *tore." 


Dr. Lloyd Harter, of Chicago, who

The president had hes- 
itated to- add this bill to his program, 
however, while congress was devoting 
Itself to those measures to which the 
party had definitely committed lUelt 
In Its platform. 


Will Try Hard fer It. 


Now that the program Is practically; 


completed, he has decided to bring all 
of his Influence to bear In behalf «f 
the publicity bill. 


The president does not anticipate 


any serious trouble In getting th*. bill 
through the house. He Indicated Ia«t 
week the strength of his personal In- 
fluence with congress when he brought 
the statehood bill out got the house 
and senate to agree and had the bill 
made ready to become a law. 


The opening of what 1* expected to 


be the last week of the congressional 
session found the president In rare 
good spirits today. The home-coining 
of Colonel Roosevelt and the cordial

tween htm and President Taft lent aa 
added Interest to white house events.
